Madrid, Oct. 20.—A vast new army, called oat by shout¬ 
ing bands of women, poured out of Madrid’s factories, 
shops and offices today as the wind carried the boom of 
besieging Fascist artillery into the capital's very streets. 

A thousand housewives and servants, shrieking their 
frenxied demands for a militant defence of Madrid, ran 
through the business section and dashed back and forth 
in the side streets, waving shopping baskets and calling 
on anti-Fascists to abandon their benches and desks and 
take up arms.
